YOUTH OR MATURITY? 


The question whether youth is to uc prof cried lo^a more 


Wtature period of life ha& furnished food for controvert>y from 
the earliest times, and fortunately, we are no nearer a imal 
answer today than we were when Cicero glorified old t'ge. For 
this is one of the few questions hi which the impossibility of 
a definite solution need not deprive that paities to the con- 
troversy of any fun. 


As a theme to inspire poets, youth'has a shade the better 


of it over old age. The writers who laud the pleasures of the 
declining years of life seem to be somewhat on the defensive, 
as if they were rescuing old age from becoming considered a 
Accessary although mild affliction. While those who tune their 
lyre to youth sing with the assurance of one who scents victory 
in the air. They tell UT that for youth is still in the making, 
and that youth is free.

It is this last note on which a recent writer on the subject 


seizes in an effort to appraise the alleged freedom of youth. 
#'Youth," he says, "is a time when one did what one didn't 
want to. One was helpless—much as in the army—one drifted 
through the years with bewilderment—often in a state of ap- 
prehension as to what was going to happen next. It is the time 
when the born bolt and nut manufacturer is obliged to study 
English poetry, when the inspired painter or musician is com- 
pelled to master Conic Sections. It is a period of introspective 
morbidity, of callow religious hysteria, of agonizing shyness " 


The most delightful thing about this whole controversy 


is that anything that may be said on the subject is so tinged 
with personal feeling and reflects so much the individual's 
own experience that what may be true'of him may still be 
wholly untrue in the case of another individual. Many grown- 
ups looking today at youth about them will wonder where 
anyone ever got the idea that these young people were af- 
flicted with "agonizing shyness." And one may conceivably 
find many old neople Who will readily admit th-at if anything 
has got hold of youth about them it is not "callow religious 
hysteria." 


Fortunately this theme will contimie to invite writers ,and 


' speakers of all sorts. We shall learn more and more about 


old age and youth; but unless the future is not toJbe^interpret- 
ed by the past, every individual will gather his final solution 
to this question from his own personal experience.

Finds Child Labor Law 


Is Unconstitutional 


Washington, May 15.-r~The 


labor law was declared uneonstitu- 
io'nal today by the Supreme Court. " 


The law enacted in .1919 was tar 


tended to regulate 
employment of 


children in any mill, tannery, work- 
shop, factory or 
manufacturing es- 


tablishment under tJhe age of 14 or 
m any mine or quarry under 16 by 
imposing an 
excise tax 
of 10 per 


cent on the 
net annual 
profits of 


those employing such labor. 
Tt was 


attacked on the. ground^that it at- 
tempted to regulate an 
exclusive 


state function in violation of the con- 
stitution and was defined as a mere 
excise tax levied by Congress.- 


The opinion was delivered by.Chief 


Justice Taft with no dissent announc- 
ed.

SERUM WILL PROTECT SWINE 


Erroneous Impression Prevails That 


Hog Cholera Will Be Eradicated 


in Few. Years. 


(Prepared by tha United'State* Department 
of Agriculture.')''• 


The Impression that hog cholera is 


a disease thnt will be eliminated be- 
fore many years through the use of an- 
ti-hog-cholera serum lias been spread 
throughout the country, but there Is 
little ground 1'or such a belief, says the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 
The serum treatment, when 


properly 
given, 
will 
protect 
hogs 


against the disease, but it does not go 
to the source and eliminate the germis 
from the country, which would be nec- 
essary If hog cholera is to become a 
thing of the past. It might be possible 
to eliminate the disease if every; hog 
in the United States cou.ld be kept im- 
munized nil of the time, but such a 
measure would ba i'mpractfcal, If not 
Impossible. 
' Hog cholera is of varying preva- 
lence, both as to the time of the year 
and as to periods of several years. In 
the fall—October 
and 
November— 


there is more of this disease, than in 
the other months. 
The number of 


hogs per thousand affected ' b y - i t 
changes greatly from year to y«ar, 
also.' There have been years, such as 
1887, 1897 and 1913, when cholera 
i-aged throughout the corn belt, 'cans- 
ing great losses to farmers, 
In the 


years intervening between these higli 
points «tho losses wore relatively low. 


Since 1913 hog cholera has been but 


slightly prevalent as compared with 
the worst years, but there is no assur- 
ance that other great waves of the 
disease will not occur as they did be- 
fore serum was used. It has been but 
eight years since the last high point in 
losses from cholera, and'the records of 
the Department of Agriculture show 
that the period between the high 
points of prevalence is usually 10 
years or longer. 


This fall there are reports of in- 


creased losses from cholera, but some 
increase is to be expected every fall.

en First Suspicion of Cholera. 


The fact that farm products have 
brought smaller returns 
In recent 


months has no doubt caused less 
serum to be bought, and many farm- 
ers have lost their herds when they 
might have saved'them. Perhaps they 
could not have prevented the occur- 
rence of the disease, but they could 
have prevented the hogs from dying 
of it. 
: Getting rid of hog cholera is not n 


simple matter, which may be appro 
dated when it is remembered that the 
infection has been carried to all parts 
of the United States and that the 
ways in which it spreads are probably 
not all thoroughly known. It may be 
many a long year before this plague 
of the swine Industry Is eliminated. 
The best thing to bo done now Is for 
each farmer to keep close watch over 
his herd, nnd on the first suspicion of 
the disease Immunize every hog. 
' Some men now consider immuniza- 
tion Against hog cholera as one of the 
regular expenses, of pork production 
and have It done every year. They 
realize that It is not a cure, but only a 
prevention against loss. 
Even when 


senim Is usod there is sometimes a 
loss, but in nearly nil cases the method 
Is very successful. 
It Is the only de- 


pendable moans available for prevent- 
ing losses from hog cholera.

YOUTH OR MATURITY? 


The question whether youth is to uc prof cried lo^a more 


Wtature period of life ha& furnished food for controvert>y from 
the earliest times, and fortunately, we are no nearer a imal 
answer today than we were when Cicero glorified old t'ge. For 
this is one of the few questions hi which the impossibility of 
a definite solution need not deprive that paities to the con- 
troversy of any fun. 


As a theme to inspire poets, youth'has a shade the better 


of it over old age. The writers who laud the pleasures of the 
declining years of life seem to be somewhat on the defensive, 
as if they were rescuing old age from becoming considered a 
Accessary although mild affliction. While those who tune their 
lyre to youth sing with the assurance of one who scents victory 
in the air. They tell UT that for youth is still in the making, 
and that youth is free.

It is this last note on which a recent writer on the subject 


seizes in an effort to appraise the alleged freedom of youth. 
#'Youth," he says, "is a time when one did what one didn't 
want to. One was helpless—much as in the army—one drifted 
through the years with bewilderment—often in a state of ap- 
prehension as to what was going to happen next. It is the time 
when the born bolt and nut manufacturer is obliged to study 
English poetry, when the inspired painter or musician is com- 
pelled to master Conic Sections. It is a period of introspective 
morbidity, of callow religious hysteria, of agonizing shyness " 


The most delightful thing about this whole controversy 


is that anything that may be said on the subject is so tinged 
with personal feeling and reflects so much the individual's 
own experience that what may be true'of him may still be 
wholly untrue in the case of another individual. Many grown- 
ups looking today at youth about them will wonder where 
anyone ever got the idea that these young people were af- 
flicted with "agonizing shyness." And one may conceivably 
find many old neople Who will readily admit th-at if anything 
has got hold of youth about them it is not "callow religious 
hysteria." 


Fortunately this theme will contimie to invite writers ,and 


' speakers of all sorts. We shall learn more and more about 


old age and youth; but unless the future is not toJbe^interpret- 
ed by the past, every individual will gather his final solution 
to this question from his own personal experience.

Finds Child Labor Law 


Is Unconstitutional 


Washington, May 15.-r~The 


labor law was declared uneonstitu- 
io'nal today by the Supreme Court. " 


The law enacted in .1919 was tar 


tended to regulate 
employment of 


children in any mill, tannery, work- 
shop, factory or 
manufacturing es- 


tablishment under tJhe age of 14 or 
m any mine or quarry under 16 by 
imposing an 
excise tax 
of 10 per 


cent on the 
net annual 
profits of 


those employing such labor. 
Tt was 


attacked on the. ground^that it at- 
tempted to regulate an 
exclusive 


state function in violation of the con- 
stitution and was defined as a mere 
excise tax levied by Congress.- 


The opinion was delivered by.Chief 


Justice Taft with no dissent announc- 
ed. 


Washington, D. C., May 16.—Thou- 


sands of children 
sixteen years of 


age add younger soon will be back at 
work in sweat shops, mines and other 
places throughout' the country as the 
result of the Sups-erne Court's ruling 
that the -Child Labor Act is i'nValid. 
Big employers, particularly those in 
the southern cotton mills region were 
crpeected to take immediate action on 
the decision. Child labor is still de- 
sirable, despite the ten per cent col- 
lected since 191& on the products of 
such labor hundreds of factories and 
mills have contiued to employ chil- 
dren. 


SERUM WILL PROTECT SWINE 


Erroneous Impression Prevails That 


Hog Cholera Will Be Eradicated 


in Few. Years. 


(Prepared by tha United'State* Department 
of Agriculture.')''• 


The Impression that hog cholera is 


a disease thnt will be eliminated be- 
fore many years through the use of an- 
ti-hog-cholera serum lias been spread 
throughout the country, but there Is 
little ground 1'or such a belief, says the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 
The serum treatment, when 


properly 
given, 
will 
protect 
hogs 


against the disease, but it does not go 
to the source and eliminate the germis 
from the country, which would be nec- 
essary If hog cholera is to become a 
thing of the past. It might be possible 
to eliminate the disease if every; hog 
in the United States cou.ld be kept im- 
munized nil of the time, but such a 
measure would ba i'mpractfcal, If not 
Impossible. 
' Hog cholera is of varying preva- 
lence, both as to the time of the year 
and as to periods of several years. In 
the fall—October 
and 
November— 


there is more of this disease, than in 
the other months. 
The number of 


hogs per thousand affected ' b y - i t 
changes greatly from year to y«ar, 
also.' There have been years, such as 
1887, 1897 and 1913, when cholera 
i-aged throughout the corn belt, 'cans- 
ing great losses to farmers, 
In the 


years intervening between these higli 
points «tho losses wore relatively low. 


Since 1913 hog cholera has been but 


slightly prevalent as compared with 
the worst years, but there is no assur- 
ance that other great waves of the 
disease will not occur as they did be- 
fore serum was used. It has been but 
eight years since the last high point in 
losses from cholera, and'the records of 
the Department of Agriculture show 
that the period between the high 
points of prevalence is usually 10 
years or longer. 


This fall there are reports of in- 


creased losses from cholera, but some 
increase is to be expected every fall.

Farmer Should Immunize Every Hog 


en First Suspicion of Cholera. 


The fact that farm products have 
brought smaller returns 
In recent 


months has no doubt caused less 
serum to be bought, and many farm- 
ers have lost their herds when they 
might have saved'them. Perhaps they 
could not have prevented the occur- 
rence of the disease, but they could 
have prevented the hogs from dying 
of it. 
: Getting rid of hog cholera is not n 


simple matter, which may be appro 
dated when it is remembered that the 
infection has been carried to all parts 
of the United States and that the 
ways in which it spreads are probably 
not all thoroughly known. It may be 
many a long year before this plague 
of the swine Industry Is eliminated. 
The best thing to bo done now Is for 
each farmer to keep close watch over 
his herd, nnd on the first suspicion of 
the disease Immunize every hog. 
' Some men now consider immuniza- 
tion Against hog cholera as one of the 
regular expenses, of pork production 
and have It done every year. They 
realize that It is not a cure, but only a 
prevention against loss. 
Even when 


senim Is usod there is sometimes a 
loss, but in nearly nil cases the method 
Is very successful. 
It Is the only de- 


pendable moans available for prevent- 
ing losses from hog cholera.
